Klondike Heller B111 Passed—Adjourn- 


ment for tlie Holiday Hecess. 


In the senate Wednesday of last week 


the bill prohibiting pelagic sealing by 
Americans was passed by a vote of 37 to

Wilkesbarre,

22.—Jam es 
Griner, proprietor of the Pullm an hotel 
at Duryea, shot and killed his step­ 
daughter, Mrs. Caroline Schaeffer, yes­ 
terday. Griner gave himself up at once 
and was brought to the W ilkesbarre 
Jail. The murderer is a veteran of the 
w ar and an ex-member of the legisla­ 
ture, representing W ilkesbarre in the 
house of representatives in 1895. W hen 
his term expired he went to Duryea, 
where he purchased a hotel. 
He de­ 
clares his fam ily drove him to des­ 
peration. 


Griner has been financially embar­ 
rassed for some time past, and it made 
him downhearted. 
Yesterday he went 
to Scranton to confer with some cred­ 
itors, returning home shortly before 
noon. 
He was then in good spirits, 
and told a friend that the meeting with 
his creditors had been in every way 
satisfactory, and that they had agreed 
to carry him along Indefinitely. On ar­ 
riving at his hotel he found a sheriff’s 
■ale notice tacked on the door. 
A fter 
a brief interview with his wife he went 
to the dining room and fired three shots 
at Mrs. Schaeffer, the third one killing 
her. 
The murdered woman was em­ 
ployed at the hotel as cook. 
She was ( 
85 years of age. 
She claimed Griner 
owed her $260 wages. She brought suit 
and got judgment.

Jum ped From a Third Story W in d o w 
A fte r Severing an A rte ry.

Herbert, daughter of former Secretary 
of the N avy Herbert, of Alabama, died 
at her home In this city yesterday. 
She Jumped from the third story of 
her home, which is situated on New 
Hampshire avenue, in the most fash­ 
ionable part of the city, Just off D u­ 
pont Circle.

Miss Herbert had severed the artery 
of her wrist with a pair of scissors. 
Feeling that the emergency was great, 
the nurse hastened to the door and 
called an alarm. 
In this momentary 
absence from the bedside Miss H er­ 
bert leaped out and sprang from the 
window. The plunge was made head­ 
foremost, so that she lighted on the 
top of her head on the asphalt pave­ 
ment. This injury alone was sufficient 
to have caused death from concussion, 
and it was doubtless the immediate 
cause. 
She died an hour after the 
leap.

Ostrich farming is HOAV one of the 


profitable industries of the country, 
there being iu southern California 
several large farms, those of Pasade- 
na, Norwalk and San Diego being par- 
ticularly noticeable. Here birds of 
various age.s, from the newly-hatched 
chick to the full grown, may be seen. 
The climate is particularly adapted to 
this bird, and the transplanted indus- 
try may be said to be a perfect suc- 
cess. 


The first birds were brought here ' 


in 1885, an Englishman securing fifty- j 
two South African ostriches. Forty- 
two arrived in southern California iu 
good condition and formed the basis 
of all future operations, their descen- 
dants today numbering oA-er 200 Cali- 
fornia-born birds. 


The Pasadena ostrich farm is the 


most convenient to the general pub- 
lic, and lies on the north side of the 
Arroyo Seco—the river, often dry in 
summer, which forms the Avesteru 
Boundary to the city. Heie a large 
nclosure is diA-ided off into yards and 
corrals, in Avhich are found birds of 
all ages, Avhile in a small building are 
exhibited the products of the farm. 
Jp to Avithiu n feAv years all the os- 
rich plumes A\ orn Avere brought from 
Africa, but UOAV there is a duty of '2$ 
per cent, on the plumes, and the 
young American industry is able to 
compete.' 
At the Pasadena farm the 


feathers are to be had at cost. Here 
one may purchase a cape of feathers, it' 
one Avishes, for twenty-fhe or thirty 
dollavs, or the plumes made into a 
variety of articles useful and orna- 
mental, which are distributed all over 
the country. 


A flock of fifty or one hundred birds 


presents a most interesting and singu- 
lar appearance. 
They have a jaunty, 


debonnair air as they approach the 
fence, aud when startled they rush 
away with wings and feathers * erect, 
presenting a very peculiar appear- 
ance. 


The birds in Pasadena are kept in 


small corrals, separated by a space o!' 
fiA-e or six feet to prevent them from 
fighting. In this pastime they striki- 
with their feet forward Avith a force 
often sufficient to kill a man or horse. 
the long, sharp toe being a terrible 
Aveapon. When the Pasadena atten- 
dants are attacked they throw them- 
selves upon the ground and lie flat, 
escaping for the singular reason that 
the birds cannot strike anything less 
than three feet from the ground. The 
old birds first attract the A-isitor's at- 
tention—a flock of fifty, each stand- 
ing seA'en feet high 'and weighing 
about 250 pounds, their great, Avhite, 
bare thighs working, their rich plumes 
falling gracefully from Aving and tail. 
They appear to have unbounded curi- 
osity, coming up to the fences and 
gazing at the observers with their 
mild eyes. In one pen sits a nesting 
bird in the hot sun. The nest is 
simply a depression in the soil. When 
the bird nests it deposits in all ten or 
fifteen eggs, over Avhicb she distributes 
a little sand. From now on the two 
birds devote themselves equally to the 
hatching process. 
The male bird 


takes his place at 4 p. m. and sees un- 
til nine in the morning; then the fe- 
male, who has been feeding and ex- 
ercising, relieves him. The male also 
relieves the female an hour in the 
middle of the day, that she may feed. 


For forty days this regime is faith- 


fully followed, Avheu an observer Avill 
hear the tap-tap from the shells, and 
soon they begin to break, aided by the 
female, and the strange, Avire-haired 
young appear. They are immediately 
taken from the mother and placed in | 
a brooder, aud the female 
Avill soon 


begin to lay again. 


No feathers equal in beauty those 


obtained from the 
AA-ild ostrich, but 


the California production meets the 
demand so Avell that it would be diffi- 
cult to distinguish them.—Philadelpia 
Times.

—How

the Front In This Country. 
Ostrich farming is now one of the 
profitable industries of the country, 
there being in southern California 
several large farms, those of Pasade­ 
na, Norwalk and San Diego being par­ 
ticularly noticeable. 
Here birds of 
various ages, from the newly-liatched 
chick to the full grown, may be seen. 
The climate is particularly adapted to 
this bird, and the transplanted indus­ 
try may be said to be a perfect suc­ 
cess. 


The first birds were brought here 
in 1885, an Englishman securing fifty- 
two South African ostriches. 
Forty- 
two arrived in southern California in 
good condition and formed the basis 
of all future operations, their descen­ 
dants today numbering over 200 Cali­ 
fornia-born birds. 


The Pasadena ostrich farm is the 
most convenient to the general pub­ 
lic, and lies on the north side of the

000 (§150,000) in excess of his salary 
and allowances. 
He has taken charge

At the Pasadena farm the 
feathers are to be had at cost. 
Here 
one may purchase a cape of feathers, if 
one wishes, for twenty-five or thirty 
dollars, or the plumes made into a 
variety of articles useful and orna­ 
mental, which are distributed all over 
the country. 


A flock of fifty or one hundred birds 
presents a most interesting and singu­ 
lar appearance. 
They have a jaunty, 
debonnair air as they approach the 
fence, and when startled they rush 
away with wings and feathers erect, 
presenting 
a very peculiar appear­ 
ance. 


The birds in Pasadena are kept in 
small corrals, separated by a space of 
five or six feet to prevent them from 
fighting. 
In this pastime they strike 
with their feet forward with a force 
often sufficient to kill a man or horse, 
the long, sharp toe being a terrible 
weapon. 
When the Pasadena atten­ 
dants are attacked they throw them­ 
selves upon tlie ground and lie flat, 
escaping for the singular reason that 
the birds cannot strike anything less 
than three feet from the ground. The 
old birds first attract the visitor's at­ 
tention—a flock of fifty, each stand­ 
ing seven feet high and weighing 
about 250 pounds, their great, white, 
bare thighs working, their rich plumes 
falling gracefully from wing and tail. 
They appear to have unbounded curi­ 
osity, coming up to the fences and 
gazing at the observers with their 
mild eyes. 
In one £>en sits a nesting 
bird in the hot sun. 
The nest is 
simply a depression in the soil. When 
the bird nests it deposits in all ten or 
fifteen eggs, over which she distributes 
a little sand. 
From now 011 the two 
birds devote themselves equally to the 
hatching process. 
The male bird 
takes his place at 4 p. m. and sets un­ 
til nine in the morning; then the fe­ 
male, who has been feeding and ex­ 
ercising, relieves him. 
The male also 
relieves the female an hour in the 
middle of the day, that she may feed. 


For forty days this regime is faith­ 
fully followed, when an observer will 
hear the tap-tap from the shells, and 
soon they begin to break, aided by the 
female, and the strange, wire-haired 
young appear. They are immediately 
taken from the mother and placed in 
a brooder, and the female will soon 
begin to lay again, 


No feathers equal in beaxxty those 
obtained from the wild ostrich, but 
the California prodxiction meets the 
demand so well that it would be diffi­ 
cult to distinguish them. —Pliiladelpia 
Times,

fifth Tennessee. 
I just discovered* 
that we fought each other one night» 
in May, 1864, at New Hope church,. 
Ga. 
Lightning bugs in Georgia aro 
more plentiful than watermelons in 
August by several millions to the 
square mile, and on more than one oc­ 
casion they gave us trouble. 


“ About two o'clock in the morning 
as the two armies lay in their respec­ 
tive works, 400 yards apart, a nest of 
bugs hove in sight, as we afterward 
learned. 
The armies were too close 
fur pickets. 
Suddenly there was a 
flash of light. 
Each side thought the 
other had opened fire in some- mys­ 
terious way and we began to shoot. 
We blazed away at one another for an 
hour or more, and bedlam reigned 
with shot and shell.

Jelly fur an Invalid. 


A nutritious and appetizing jelly to 


tempt the capricious palate of an in- 
valid—who rebels at broth and gruel 
—is made in this way: 
Take a quart 


of strong beef broth, without a par- 
ticle of fat, and clear with the white 
and shell of one egg, as per bouillon. 
Season as you wish, with celery seed 
and thin shavings from a half lemon, 
or with cinnamon and other spices, and 
set away to harden. Turn out on a 
pretty dish and serve while cold and 
firm. 


To Make Toast. 


Lay the bread on top of a hot 


stove (in the toaster) or on a plate in 
the oven until it is well dried on both 
sides. If it can be entirely toasted on 
top of the stove, as it may easily be if 
the stove is very hot, so much the bet- 
ter. 
If not, when it has dried apply 


it to the coals. A few minutes will 
suffice to give it a delicate brown even- 
ly distributed. 
Now lay it on a hot 


plate and do not cut oft' the crust; it 
need not be eaten if disliked, 
but 


should not be removed in the making. 
Pour enough hot water over the toast 
to soak it to the leathery stage. Now 
quickly butter and salt it on both 
sides. When that is done add more wa- 
ter if desired, but if all the water be put 
on at first it Avill be impossible to turn 
the slices. If the bread be buttered 
before it is wet, as most people do, it 
will not penetrate into the bread, but 
be washed off. The bread will also 
have a sort of crust over it. 
When 


all is done, pour over it hot milk or 
slightly warmed cream if desired.

The Improvement on the Pittsburg 


Division of the Baltimore 
and Ohio 


Railroad, 22 miles west of Cumberland 
at Falls Cut, will be completed by De- 
cember 1st and trains will be run- 
ning over it within ten days thereaf- 
ter. 
Falls Cut is a cutting through a 


spur of the mountain and is about 60 
feet in depth and has continually giv- 
en trouble by rock sliding down on the 


i track. It has had to be braced with 
heavy timber every few feet for its en- 
time length. some'oOO feet, and requir- 
ing constant care and 
watchfulness, 


was, therefore, very expensive to keep 
up.In order to eliminate this cut it was 
necessary to build one mile 
of new 
roadway which involved the construc- 
tion of a double track tunnel 330 feet 
in length and three bridges.

Now Tunnel Completed. 


The Improvement on the Pittsburg 
Division of the Baltimore 
and Ohio 
Railroad, 22 mil^s west of Cumberland 
at Falls Cut, will be completed by De­ 
cember 1st and trains will be run­ 
ning over it within ten days thereaf­ 
ter. 
Falls Cut is a cutting through a 
spur of the mountain and is about GO 
feet in depth and has continually giv­ 
en trouble by rock sliding down on the 
track. 
It has had to be braced with 
heavy timber every few feet for its on- 
time length, some 300 feet, and requir­ 
ing constant care and 
watchfulness, 
was, therefore, very expensive to keep 
up. 


In order to eliminate this cut it was 
necessary to build one mile 
of new 
roadway which involved the construc­ 
tion of a double track tunnel 530 feet 
in length and three bridges. 


By 
this 
change 
the 
road 
was 
straightened considerably taking out 
some sharp curvature and introducing 
curves of a longer radii. The improve­ 
ment is on what is known as the east­ 
ern slope of the Alleghenies and the 
grade is about S4 feet to the mile. The 
tunnel and bridges were 
constructed 
with the view of double tracking1 the 
entire Pittsburg Division sometime in 
the future.

A Simple Fire Extinguisher. 


Hand-grenades, the simplest form of 
fire-extinguisher, can be made at home 
cheaply and ea-sily. 
And it is well to 
have at hand a simple contrivance for 
extinguishing a small fire at its start. 


Take twenty pounds of common salt 
and ten pounds of sal ammoniac (ni­ 
trate of ammonia, to be had of any 
druggist), and dissolve in seven gal­ 
lons of water. 
Procure quart bottles 
of thin glass, such as are ordinarily 
used by druggists, and fill with this, 
corking tightly and sealing, to prevent 
evaporation. 


In case of fire throw so as to break in 
or near the flame. If the fire is in such 
a place as to prevent the bottle from 
breaking, as in wool or cotton, knock 
off the neck and scatter the contents. 


Tho breaking of the bottle liberates 
a certain amount of gas, and the heat 
of the fire generates more, thu* work­ 
ing its own destruction.

LANDING IMMIGRANTS AT THE NEW 


YORK BARGE OFFICE. 


BoutlOHtl* of FureiKiiern Make Their Kn- 


try Into th« N«w World—Italian and 
PolUh Women the Mo*} Picturesque 
Arrlvalu.—All B««ar Kurdvus. 
One of the most curious sights 


which the city has to oS'er is the scene 
which takes place almost daily at the 
barge office dock when the boatloads 
of immigrants from all parts of the 
world make their entry into this coun- 
try. 
It is not, strictly speaking, the 


first time that they have set foot upon 
American soil, for they have been 
landed an hour or so previously at the 
pier of the steamship on which they 
came over, and, after picking out their 
several pieces of baggage there, have 
been re-embarked, with 
all their 


worldly goods, upon the barge office 
boat which is waiting to receive them. 
But their arrival at the battery marks 
their formal entrance into the United 
States, and it is not until after they 
have successfully passed the careful 
inquiries of the registry office that 
they can be sure that the new land 
they have chosen is willing to adopt 
them. 


As the barge office boat draws up to 


her dock there is usually great anima- 
tion to be observed on her deck. The 
passengers are standing about in little 
groups, either talking earnestly, with 
the adundance of gestures character- 
tic of foreigners, or else gazing silent- 
ly toward the new city as if fascinated 
by its appearance. Every man, woman 
and child manifests a desire to go 
ashore immediately, and if it were not 
for the wholesome respect which they 
entertain for the blue uniforms of the 
officials there would probably be some- 
thing like a stampede upon the gang- 
plank. 
To facilitate the work of the 


registry clerks, the immigrants are 
divided off while on the boat into 
groups of thirty, and intervals are 
allowed between the landing of the 
different groups, so that there may be 
no crowding. The only way in which 
the groups can be preserved intact is 
by fencing them apart with ropes, and 
the appearance of the deck thus divid- 
ed into pens is amusing. 


On the forward end of the boat are 


huge piles of the larger pieces of bag- 
gage, too 
heavy 
and 
unwieldy 


for the immigrants to carry in their 
arms. 
Judging from the poverty ex- 


pressed in the costumes of the people, 
one would not expect them to bring 
many possessions with them, but the 
fact remains that there are bundles, 
baskets, boxes and budgets of all de- 
scriptions, in addition to the trunks 
and chests which must be moved by 
the expressman. 


The most picturesque arrivals are 


the Italian and Polish women, with 
their resplendent shawls and the gaily 
decorated handkerchiefs which cover 
their heads in lieu of hats. Their 
gowns are always short enough to 
satisfy the most advanced dress re- 
former, and the most popular style of 
foot covering seems to be high-knee 
boots of stout leather, precisely like 
those worn by the men. The women 
march ashore w ith the heavy, clump- 
ing tread which the boots compel, fre- 
quently carrying huge bundles upont 
their heads and smaller ones in their 
arms. Sometimes, however, it is a 
baby which takes the place of the sec- 
ond bundle, and there may be two 01 
three toddlers clinging to their moth- 
er's skirts. 


The father of the family is not idle, 
if 
* 
either; his arms are full of what are 
presumably more family treasures in 
boxes and bags. The wrappings of the 
bundles are remarkable for their di 
versity. 
Besides the brown sacking, 


there are brilliant pink calicos and 
multi-colored plaids, corresponding in 
kind to the clothes of the owners. Not 
even the children are exempt from 
burden bearing. Nearly every one 
that can walk has something to look 
after, and many of them are seen to , 
be hugging fast little •» ieker or wood 
en chairs, evidently their own private j 
property.

In Colombia. 


In an article on "D/'fficulties of 


Transportation in the Tropics," in the 
Engineering Magazine, C. P. Yeatman 
tells some remarkable stories of the 
strength and endurance of pack-car- 
riers in Colombia.

ers on some roads who make a special- 
ty of carrying burdens which the stur- 
dy and much enduring mule cannot 
stagger under.

There 
is something uncanny about the whole 
proceeding, if it is your first experi- 
ence, and you happen suddenly to 
overtake the box, going down hill, 
for the moving, swaying and grunting 
mass has no visible means of support, 
and no apparent excuse for behaving 
in such a manner.

The eatable 
part lies between the rind and the 
core, and when fully ripe is yellow 
and juicy. It is better for food be- 
fore it is matured, and the natives 
gather it when the pulp is -white. 


Before it is ready for table use it 


must be roasted, when it looks like 
like wheat bread, and is both palata- 
ble and nutritious. Usually the fruit 
is cut into three or four slices and 
roasted or baked in an oven. 


Frequently the people of a village 


join in making a huge oven, in which 
several hundred bread-fruits may be 
baked at one time. 
Thus they are all 


supplied with bread without it costing- 
auy of them nmch labor. Prepared 
in this way the bread will keep for 
weeks. 


The bread-fruit is in season eight 


months of the year; when the season 
finally draws to a close, the last fruits 
" 
. 
are gathered and made into a sour 
paste called "mahei."^ This paste 
will keep good for months and is made 
into balls, wrapped in leaves, and 
baked as needed. 


Bread is not the only product of the 


bread-fruit tree; from it cement,cloth, 
tinder and lumber are also obtained. 
A glutinous, milky juice oozes from 
the trunk of the tree, which makes an 
excellent cement when boiled with 
cocoanut oil. From the fibrous inner 
bark a kind of coarse cloth is made, 
and the big leaves make good towels. 
The lumber is light, ^of. ajich yellow 
color, and is used for building houses 
and many other purposes. 
Besides 


all this, the dried blossoms are used 
as tinder when fires are kindled.— 
Philadelphia Times.

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REINDEER IN THE KLONDIKE. 


Best Animals to Carry Heavy Loads in the 


Gold Fields in Winter. 


The revenue cutter Corwiu, which 


arrived in port last night from St. Mi- 
chael, had on board the Rev. Sheldon 
Jackson, United States general agent 
of education in Alaska, and Lieuten- 
ant Jarvis, executive officer of the rev- 
enue cutter Bear. Dr. Jackson has 
been associated for years with the in- 
troduction of reindeer in Alaska for 
use among the native Indians. 


In discussing the probable scarcity 


of food supplies at Dawson City this 
winter, Dr. Jackson said last night: 
"It has. been proved by experience 
that the reindeer are the only animals 
which are fitted to render practical 
service in carrying heavy loads under 
the conditions of climate which pre- 
vail in Alaska. The time will come 
when the miners of the Yukon will re- 
ly altogether upon these animals in 
winter. The United States govern- 
ment owns about 1500 reindeer at 
present—625 at Port Clarence. 360 at 
Behring Straits, 168 at Cape Nome 
and 300 at Golvin bay. Unfortunately 
we are handicapped by lack of drivers. 
Of the six Laplanders who were sent 
to Alaska under contract with the gov- 
ernment, four are expected to return 
on the revenue cutter Bear in a few 
days. As none of the Indians can be 
trusted alone to handle the reindeer 
on long trips, it is out of the question 
to attempt to use them this winter in 
transporting supplies to Dawson, 


"The reindeer are pecnliarly fitted 


by nature for work in that country, 
because they are self-supporting an<J 
need little care. At the end of a day's 
journey they can be turned loose to 
shift for themselves.

Buffalo Baising in Wisconsin. 


Albert and Charles Huber, living a 


few miles south of Dnrand, Wis., have 
a herd of about twenty-five full-blood 
bison and some eighteen crossed bulls 
and heifers,bison and native cows.

ing in the western part of North Da- 
kota and succeeded in capturing alive 
three young bison, a bull and two 
cows, and these they brought to their 
farm here. The animals grew and 
thrived amazingly, and are pastured 
in an enclosure of about four hundred 
acres, running down to the valley of 
Rose creek, where they have ample 
room and shelter. Experiments were 
early made with crossed breeds, and 
it has now been found that the cross 
is very successful, the half-breed com- 
bining the docility of the domestic an- 
iuials with the endurance and large 
size of the bison.

Facts in Regard to Appendicitis. 
The position is taken by Dr. Mc- 


Burney, in the London Medical News, 
that there really is no medical cure 
for appendicitis, even though some 
cases recover without operation; he 
considers, too, that, though appendi- 
citis is a surgical disease, yet opera- 
tion may not be necessary in every 
ease, the fact being that this ailment is 
a stoppage of the drainage from the 
appendix to the colon, and preliminary 
treatment is often worse than useless. 
Thus the opium treatment relieves 
pain and discomfort, but entirely masks 
the symptoms at a most important 
time, for it is in the first twenty-four 
hours from the beginning of the at- 
tack that physicians can decide not 
only as to the diagnosis, but as to the 
result and course probably of the case. 
If, for instance, there is no increase 
in urgency in five or six hours, the pa- 
tient is not in immediate danger if 
kept at perfect rest in bed; on the 
other hand, if in twelve hours there is 
still no increase in the severity of the 
symptoms, the patient should begin to 
improve. But. if the urgency of the 
case has steadily increased in twelve 
hours from the time when the diagno- 
sis was made, an operation will prob- 
ably be called for. After two attack.s, 
a patient is sure to have a third, and 
each attack renders operation more 
difficult and dangerous ; all the advan- 
tages lie with operation between the 
attacks, and in an operation during 
au acute attack the prognosis is worse. 
—New York Tribune.

YORK BARGE OFFICE. 


Boatload* o f F oreign ova M ake T h eir Kn- 
try In to tlic Now W o rld —Ita lia n an d 
P o ll nil W o m c'li th e M osj lMeturcsquo 
A rrivals*—All Wear B urdens. 
One of the most curious sights 
which tho city has to oflcr is the scene 
which takes place almost daily at tho 
barge office dock when the boatloads 
of immigrants from all parts of the 
world make their entry into this coun­ 
try. 
It is not, strictly speaking, the 
first time that they have set foot upon 
American soil, for they have been 
landed an hour or so previously at the 
pier of the steamship on which they 
came over, and, after picking out their 
several pieces of baggage there, have 
been re-embarked, with 
all their 
worldly goods, upon tho barge office 
boat which i$ waiting to receive them. 
But their arrival at the battery marks 
their formal entrance into tho United 1 
States, and it is not until after tlxoy 
have successfully passed the careful 
inquiries of the registry office that 
they can be sure that the new land 
they have chosen is willing to adopt 
them. 


As the barge office boat draws up to 
her dock there is usually great anima­ 
tion to be observed on her deck. 
The 
passengers are standing about in little 
groups, either talking earnestly, with 
the adundance of gestures character- 
fcic of foreigners, or else gazing silent­ 
ly toward the new city as if fascinated 
by its appearance. Everyman, woman 
and child manifests a desire to go 
ashore immediately, and if it were not 
for the wholesome respect which they 
entertain for the blue uniforms of the 
officials there would probably be some­ 
thing like a stampede upon the gang- * 
plank. 
To facilitate the work of the 
registry clerks, the immigrants are 
divided off while on the boat into 
groups of thirty, and intervals are 
allowed between tho landing of the 
different groups, so that there may bo 
no crowding. 
The only way in which 
the groups cart be preserved intact is 
by fencing them apart with ropes, and 
the appearance of the deck thus divid­ 
ed into pens is amusing. 


On the forward end of the boat are 
huge piles of the larger pieces of bag­ 
gage, 
too 
heavy 
and 
unwieldy 
for the immigrants to carry in their 
arms. 
Judging from the poverty ex­ 
pressed in the costumes of the people, 
one would not expect them to bring 
many possessions with them, but the 
fact remains that there are bundles, 
baskets, boxes and budgets of all de­ 
scriptions, in addition to the trunks 
and chests which must be moved by 
the expressman. 


The most picturesque arrivals are 
the Italian and Polish women, with 
their resplendent shawls and the gaily 
decorated handkerchiefs which cover 
their heads in lieu of hats. 
Their 
gowns are always short enough to 
satisfy the most advanced dress re­ 
former, and the most popular style of 
foot covering seems to be high-knee 
boots of stout leather, precisely like 
those worn by the men. 
The women 
march ashore with the heavy, clump­ 
ing tread which the boots compel, fre- < 
quently carrying huge bundles uponr 
their heads and smaller ones in their 
arms. 
Sometimes, however, it is a 
baby which takes the place of the sec­ 
ond bundle, and there may be two 01 
three toddlers clinging to their moth­ 
er’s skirts. 


The father of the family is not idle, 
either; his arms are full of what are 
presumably more family treasures in 
boxes and bags. The wrappings of the 
bundles are remarkable for their di 
versity. 
Besides the brown sacking, 
there are brilliant pink calicos and 
multi-colored plaids, corresponding in 
kind to the clothes of the owners.

HUMAN OXEN. 


M en and W om en W ho Carry Heavy Loads 


in Colombia* 


In an article on “ D/fficulties of 
Transportation in the Tropics, ” in tho 
Engineering Magazine, C. P* Yeatman 
tells some remarkable stories of the 
strength and endurance of pack-car- 
riers in Colombia. 
Says Mr, Yeat­ 
man: 


“ There are professional pack-carri- 
ers on some roads who make a special­ 
ty of carrying burdens which the stur­ 
dy and much enduring mulo cannot 
stagger under. 
On some of the roads 
you will see at times what appears to 
*be a livo box, staggering slowly and 
painfully down the mountain side 
ahead of you; as you draw nearer you 
may hear the box grunt, very much 
as an old pack mule does at each 
downward step on a steep road. There 
is something uncanny about tho whole 
proceeding, if it is your first experi­ 
ence, and you happen suddenly to 
overtake the box, going down hill, 
for tho moving, swaying and grunting 
mass has no visible means of support, 
and no apparent excuse for behaving 
in such a manner. 
Perhaps you may 
read on its back: ‘Mason and Hamlin 
Organ company,* or some similar leg- 
ond, but that is no help in solving the 
perambulating mystery, for whoever 
heard of a boxed-up organ wandering 
alono down a steep mountain path 
and grunting as it reeled along? Very 
likely the road is too narrow for your 
mule to pass your fellow traveler; so 
you are obliged to follow in its wake. 
But at last you are able to pass ahead, 
and you find that the organ is in no 
way to blame for moving, for it has a 
man under it. 
Short and stumpy he 
may be, but the muscle on him re­ 
minds you of the pictures of old Atlas 
holding the wrorld on his brawny 
shoulders. 
In one hand he carries a

—equivalent to ‘only two hundred and 
twenty pounds. ’ As you catch sight 
of her wrinkled face, you may thought­ 
lessly remark that it is a heavy load 
for one of her years; her answer is apt 
to be : ‘You should see my grand­ 
mother; she does carry heavy loads; I 
am not full grown yet.’ 
This, y said 
with so injured an air that yoii r/de on 
wondering why you had not Remem­ 
bered that a woman has a right to be 
touchy about her age, even if she is 
not dressed in the height of fashion. 
As to the grandmother, and the proba­ 
bility of her still being able to carry 
burdens in this world, you are apt to 
be strongly of the opinion that * the 
pack-mulish old lady has drawn en­ 
tirely on her imagination; but do not 
be too sure of that, for the glaring 
tropical sun brings wrinkles quickly, 
and, where women are frequently 
mothers at fourteen years of age, a 
great grandmother may still be a very 
active member of society. 


“ Is this sort of freight-carrying ex­ 
pensive? Bather! A twelve-arroba, 
3130-pound package, which is generally 
the maximum for men, as a nine-arro- 
ba is for women, may cost $150 for 
one hundred miles, or $10.18 paper 
per ton per mile.” 


REINDEER IN THE KLONDIKE. 


Best A nim als to Carry H eavy Load* in the 
Gold Fields in W inter. 


The revenue cutter Corwin, which 
arrived in port last night from St. Mi­ 
chael, had on board the Kev. Sheldon 
Jackson, United States general agent 
of education in Alaska, and Lieuten­ 
ant Jarvis, executive officer of the rev­ 
enue cutter Bear, 
Dr, Jackson has 
been associated for years with the in­ 
troduction of reindeer in Alaska for 
use among the native Indians. 


In discussing the probable scarcity 
of food supplies at Dawson City this 
winter, Dr, Jackson said last night: 
“It has. been proved by experience 
that the reindeer are the only animals 
which are fitted to render practical 
service in carrying heavy loads under 
the conditions of climate which pre­ 
vail iu Alaska, 
The time will come 
when the miners of the Yukon will re­ 
ly altogether upon these animals in 
winter. 
The United States govern­ 
ment owns about 1500 reindeer at 
present—625 at Port Clarence, 3(50 at 
Behring Straits, 168 at Cape Nome 
and 300 at Golvin bay. Unfortunately 
we are handicapped by lack of drivers. 
Of the six Laplanders who were sent 
to Alaska under contract with the gov­ 
ernment, four are expected to return 
on the revenue cutter Bear in a few 
days. 
As none of the Indians can be 
trusted alone to handle the reindeer 
on long trijjs, it is out of the question 
to attempt to use them this winter in 
transporting supplies to Dawson. 


“The reindeer are peculiarly fitted 
by nature for work in that country, 
because they are* self-supporting and 
need little care. 
At the end of a day’s 
journey they can be turned loose to 
shift for themselves. 
Lsst winter Su­ 
perintendent Kgellman made a trip of 
20U0 miles in midwintfer without car­ 


rying a pound of fodder. 
One rein* 
deer in ordinary good condition can 
draw a sled loaded with 500 pounds of 
freight, and one driver can handle 
ten sleds. 
When they are broken to 
pack, they will carry 150 pounds 
apiece. 


“ There is an unlimited quantity ol 
tho animals on the coast of Siberia, 
where they can be bought for S3 in 
trade. 
Transportation across Behring 
sea is cheap, and I believe that beforo 
another summer passes, some enter* 
prising trader will establish a freight 
lino by the use of reindeer on the Yu­ 
kon*—San Francisco Chronicle, 


THE BREAD-FRUIT TREE. 


S o m eth in # A b o u t T h is S trange and Use­ 
ful r i a n t , 


The bread-fruit tree is a native of 
Southern Asia, the Pacific Islands and 
the Archipelago. In appearance it re­ 
sembles somewhat tho wild chestnut; 
it grows to a height of forty or fifty 
feet, has dark green leaves, many of 
them two feet ia length, which are 
deeply divided into pointed loboft 


Hidden among the great leave** the 
bread-fruit grows; it is a soros;s, is 
nearly spherical, often weighs four or 
more pounds, and has a thick yellow 
rind. 
The fruit is the chief food of 
the South Sea Islanders—they seldom 
eat a meal without it. 
The eatable 
part lies between the rind and the 
core, and when fully ripe is yellow 
and juicy. 
It is better for food be­ 
fore it is matured, and the natives 
gather it when the pulp is white. 


Before it is ready for table use it 
must be roasted, when it looks like 
like wheat bread, and is both palata­ 
ble and nutritious. Usually the fruit 
is cut into three or four slices and 
roasted or baked in an oven. 


Frequently the people of a village 
join in making a huge oven, in which 
several hundred bread-fruits may bo 
baked at one time. 
Thus they are all 
supplied with bread without it costing 
any of them much labor. 
Prepared 
in this way the bread will keep for 
weeks. 


The bread-fruit is in season eight 
months of the year; when the season 
finally draws to a close, the last fruits 
are gathered and made into a sour 
paste called 
“mahei.’\ This paste 
will keei> good for months and is made 
into balls, wrapped in leaves, and 
baked as needed. 


Bread is not the only jjroduct of the 
bread-fruit tree; from it cement,cloth, 
tinder and lumber are also obtained. 
A glutinous, milky juice oozes from 
the trunk of the tree, which makes an 
excellent cement when boiled with 
cocoanut oil. From the fibrous inner 
bark a kind of coarse cloth is made, 
and the big leaves make good towels. 
The lumber is light, of a.jicji yellow 
color, and is used for building houses 
and many other purposes. 
Besides 
all this, the dried blossoms are used 
as tinder when fires are kindled,—• 
Philadelphia Times. 


Buffalo R aising In W isconsin. 


Albert and Charles Huber, living a 
few miles soutl^ of Durand, Wis., have 
a herd of about twenty-live fu 11-blood 
bison and some eighteen crossed bulls 
and heifers, bison and native cows. 


About six years ago they were hunt­ 
ing in the western part of North Da­ 
kota and succeeded in capturing alive 
three young bison, a bull and two 
cows, and these they brought to their 
farm here. 
The animals grew and 
thrived amazingly, and are pastured 
in an enclosure of about four hundred 
acres, running down to the valley of 
Rose creek, where they have ample 
room and shelter. 
Experiments were 
early made with crossed breeds, and 
it has now been found that the cross 
is very successful, the half-breed com­ 
bining the docility of the domestic an­ 
imals with the endurance and large 
size of the bison. 
Ihey are also very 
fine fur producers, and grow to ma­ 
turity in less time than domestic cat­ 
tle. 
The fiesh of crossed animals is 
very palatable, and the fur has all the 
good qualities of that of the bison, 
and is softer and more silky. 
The 
crossed bloods can also stand far more 
exposure in winter than can the native 
cow,—Minneapolis Tribune, 


Clock Ticks for Insom nia. 


“For several years,’’said a commer­ 
cial traveler, “I had never been away 
from home over night, when I got my 
present j^osition and was compelled to 
travel about a great deal. 
At first I 
found it extremely difficult to go to 
sleep nights. I stopped at the best hotels 
and usually had fine rooms and good 
beds, but there seemed to be some­ 
thing the matter. 


“ One day I mentioned the fact to a 
friend, who said, ‘Get a clock.* 
I al­ 
ways have a clock in my room at 
home, and I am accustomed to" the 
sound of its ticking. 
It is curious 
how silent and strange a room may 
seem without it. 
That was what I

It is a register that indicates the exact 
distance, automatically, the cab travels 
on a trip, and at the end displays the 
amount of the legal fare for that dis­ 
tance for the information of the pas­ 
senger. 


Facts in R egard to Appendicitis. 
The position is taken by Dr. Me- 
Burney, in the London Medical News, 
that there really is no medical cure 
for apjiendicitis, even though some 
cases recover without operation; he 
considers, too, that, though appendi­ 
citis is a surgical disease, yet opera­ 
tion may not be necessary in every 
case, the fact being that this ailment is 
a stoppage of the drainage from the 
appendix to the colon, and preliminary 
treatment is often worse than useless. 
Thus the opium treatment relieves 
pain and discomfort, but entirely masks 
the symptoms at a most important 
time, for it is in the first twenty-four 
hours from the beginning of the at­ 
tack that physicians can decide not 
only as to the diagnosis, but as to the 
result and course probably of the case. 
If, for instance, there is no increase 
in urgency in five or six hours, the pa­ 
tient is not in immediate danger if 
kept at perfect rest in bed; on the 
other hand, if in twelve hours there is 
still no increase in the severity of the 
symptoms, the patient should begin to 
improve. 
But, if the urgency of the 
case has steadily increased in twelve 
hours from the time when the diagno­ 
sis was made, an operation will prob­ 
ably be called for. 
After two attacks, 
a patient is sure to have a third, and 
each attack renders operation more 
difficult and dangerous ; all the advan­ 
tages lie with operation between the 
attacks, and in an operation during 
an acute attack the prognosis is worse, 
—New York Tribune, 


Cheap Electric U g h f . 


In spite of the fact that Chicago is 
generally associated with the idea of 
municipal ownership in the considera­ 
tion of all questions of public light­ 
ing, it is a fact that the city depends 
upon central station companies for 
considerable current to operate street 
lights, particularly in the southern 
part of the city, 
Two of the com­ 
panies, the People’s Electric Light 
ayd Power company and the Hyde 
Park Electric Light and Power com­ 
pany, have been engaged in a spirited 
rate-cutting war for some time, and 
wherever the lines of both companies 
were to be found the jieojjle secured 
their service at a very small cost. The 
city controller, becoming cognizant of 
this fact, determined to secure some 
advantage for the city, and he has 
accordingly asked both comjmnies to 
bid upon the city lighting for the 
district which they occupy. —Western 
Electrician,

In the senate Wednesday of last week 
the bill prohibiting pelagic sealing: by 
Americana waa passed by a vote of 37 to 
17. The bill appropriating $250,000 for the 
relief of suffering Klondike miners was 
racommltted. 
^ne house 
adopted an 
amendment to the 
legislative, 
execu- 
tive and judicial 
appropriation 
bill, 
which reduces the clerical force a t the 
pension office by 95 and reduces the 
salary list $115,000. 


On Thursday the house 
pansed the 
bill approprlting $175,000 for the relief 
of Klondike sufferers, and also the bill 
to fj^ohibit pelagic sealing by Amerl- 
cCinl, The senate also imssed a Klon- 
dike relief resolution. 


On Friday last the house completed 
the conald-eraiion of the legislative, 
executive and judicial 
appropriation 
bill, except the civil service paragraph, 
which Avas postponed until after the 
holidays. 
The senate accepted an in- 
vitation, by joint resolution, to par- 
ticipate in Norway's fishery exposition 
next year. 


The only buslnes of importan'ce trans- 
acted on Saturday was the adoption by 
both houses of the conference report 
on the Klondike relief bill, which ap- 
propriates $200,000 for the relief of the 
suffering gold seekers.

Grlner gave himself up at once 
and was brought to the Wilkesbarre 
Jail. The murderer Is a veteran of the 
war and a n ex-member of the legisla- 
ture, representing Wllkesbarre in the 
house of representatives in 1895. When 
his term expired he went to Duryea, 
where he purchased a hotel.

clares hiB family drove him to des- 
peration.

She Jumped from the third story of

Hampshire avenue, In the most fash- 
ionable part of the city, Just off Du- 
pont Circle. 
Miss Herbert a t the time 
of the occurrence was suffering frojn 
acute melancholia. It developed sev- 
eral weeks ago as the final result of 
injuries received by being thrown from 
her horse in September, 


Early yesterday morning the nurse 
on duty noticed a small spot of blood 
on the bed covering. 
She Inquired 
what it meant, but the invalid en- 
deavored to pass it by lightly. On 
making an investigation, however, the 
nurse found that the under bedclothes 
were saturated with blood, and 
that 
Miss Herbert had severed the artery 
of her wrist with a pair of scissors. 
Feeling that the emergency was great, 
the nurse hastened to the door and 
called an alarm. In this momentary 
absence from the bedside Miss Her- 
bert leaped out and sprang from the 
window. 
The plunge was made head- 
foremost, so that she lighted on the 
top of her head on the asphalt pave- 
ment. 
This injury alone was sufllclent 
to have caused death from concussion, 
and it was doubtless the Immediate 
cause. 
She died an hour after the 
leap.

A single tree, according to a compu- 
tation iu Knowledge, is able, through 
its leaves, to jnirify the air from the 
carbonic acid arising from the respira- 
tion of a considerable number of men, 
¡Derhaps a dozen or even a score. 
The 
volume of carbonic acid exhaled by a 
human being in twenty-four hours is 
put at about 
100 gallons; 
but ,by 
Boussingault's 
estimate, 
a 
single 
square yard of leaf-surface, counting 
both the upjjer and under sides of tho 
leaves, can, under favorable circum- 
stances, decompose at least a gallon 
of carbonic acid in a day. 
One hun- 
dred square yards of leaf-surface then 
would suilice to kee]) the air jjure for 
one man, but tho leaves 
of a tree of 
moderate size present a surface of 
many hundred square yards.

Ostrich farming is now one of the 
proiitable industries of the country, 
there 
being iu southern California 
several large farms, those of Pasade- 
na, Norwalkand San Diego being par- 
ticularly noticeable. 
Here 
birds of 
various ages, from the newly-hatched 
cliiok to the full grown, may he seen. 
The climate is particularly adapted to 
this bird, and the transplanted indus- 
try may be said to be a perfect suc- 
cess. 


The first birds were brought here 
in 1H85, an Englishman securing lifty- 
tAVo 8outh African ostriches. 
Forty- 
two arrived in southern California in 
good condition and formed the basis 
of all future operations, their descen- 
dants today numbering oA-er 200 Cali- 
fornia-horn birds. 


The Pasatlena ostrich farm is the 
most convenient to the general inib- 
lic, and lies on the north side of the 
Arroyo Seco—the river, often dry in 
summer, 
which forms the western 
boundary to the city. 
Here a largo 


inclosure is divided off into vards and 


% 


coi'rals, in which are found birds of 
all ages, while in a small building are 
exhii)ited tho products of the farm. 
Up to within a few years all the os- 
trich plumes M'orn were brought from 
Africa, but now there is a duty of 
per cent, 
ou tho plumes, 
and tlie 
young American industry is able to 
compete.' 
At the Pasadena farm the 
feathers are to be had at cost. 
Here 
one may ¡purchase a cape of feathers, if 
one wishes, for twenty-five or thirty 
dollars, or the plumes made into a 
variety of articles useful and orna- 
mental, which are distributed all over 
the countrv. 


A flock of fifty or one hundred birds 
presents a most interesting and singu- 
lar appearance. 
They have a jaunty, 
debonnair air 
as they approach tlic 
fence, and when startled 
thev rush 
away with Avings and feathers erect, 
presenting 
a very peculiar 
appear- 
ance. 


The birds in Pasadena are kept in 
small corrals, se])arated by a space of 
five or six feet to in-event them from 
fighting. 
In this pastime theystrike 
Avith their feet forAvard Avith a force 
often sufficient to kill a man or horse, 
the long, sharp toe being 
a 
terrible 
Aveapon, 
When the Pasadena atten- 
dants are attacked they throAv them- 
selves upon the ground and lie flat, 
escaping for the singular reason that 
the birds cannot strike anything less 
than three feet from the ground. The 
old birds first attract the visitor's at- 
tention—a flock of fifty, each stand- 
ing seA-en feet high and Aveighing 
about 250 pounds, their great, Avhite, 
bare thighs Avorking, their rich plumes ; 
falling gracefully from Aving and tail. • 
They ajjpear to have unbounded curi- | 
osity, coming up to the fences and ' 
gazing at the 
observers 
Avith their , 
mild eyes. 
In one i^eu sits a nesting 
bird in the hot sun. 
The nest is 
simply a dein-ession in the soil. When 
the bird nests it deposits iu all ten or 
fifteen eggs, over Avhich she distributes 
a little sand. 
From now on the tAvo 
birds devote themseh'es equally to the 
hatching process. 
The male 
bird 
takes his place at 4 p. m, and seis un- 
til nine in the morning; then the fe- 
male, Avho has been feeding and ex- 
ercising, relieves him. 
The male also 
relieves 
the female an hour in the 
middle of the day, that she may feed. 


For forty days this regime is faith- 
fully followed, Avhen an obserA'er Avill 
hear the tap-tap from the shells, and 
soon they begin to break, aided by the 
female, and the strange, Avire-haired 
young appear. They are immediately 
taken from tho mother and placed in 
a brooder, and the female Avill soon 
begin to lay again, 


No feathers eijual in beauty those 
obtained 
from the Avild ostrich, but 
the California production meets the 
demand so Avell that it Avould be diffi- 
cult to distinguish them. —Philadelpia

Boil one large carrot and one largo 
white turnip until tender. When cold 
cut lengthwise into strips one-quarter 
of an inch thick and one inch wide. 
Butter a medium-sized oval jDudding 
dish about four inches high, and line 
the sides with alternate strips of car- 
rot and turnip and arrange a few 
pieces cut in small fancy shapes in the 
bottom. 
Prepare the spinach as fol- 
lows: 
"Wash four quarts through a 
half dozen Avalers to remove all sand 
and grit. 
Have ready a large pot 
three-quarters full of boiling water, 
to which add one tablespoonful of 
salt. 
Put in the spinach, press well 
under the water, but do not cover. 
Cook fifteen minutes, drain thorough- 
ly, then chop fine. 
Put two table- 
spoonfuls of butter ijn a saucepan, add 
the spinach, stir until the butter is 
well mixed through; iiprinkle over it 
one tablespoonful of flour, one-quar- 
ter toftspoonful of pepioer and 
stir 
ngaiii Tor' five "minutes; add one-half 
cupful of cream or rich milk and cook 
for five minutes longer. 
Fill the cen- 
tre of the dish with the 
prepared 
spinach and press it down firmly and 
evenly; trim oil' the tops of the strips 
evenpwith tho spinach. 
Heat in a 
steamer or set the mold in a pan of 
hot water and place in the oven until 
hot through. 
Turn out on a ¡^latter 
and pour round it a Avhito sauce to 
which a little lemon juice is added.— 
Chicago Record.

Dawson City wnen his letter was writ- 
ten, although up the creek, in the im 
mediate vicinity of the mines, the prices 
were still higher; Flour $12 
per hun* 
dred pounds; corn meal 25 cents per 
pound; oatmeal and beans the same; 
eggs $4 per dozen (the eggs were sold 
to a restaurant keeper who afterward 
sold them at $1.25 apiece.) 
Mr, Mil- 
ler says he doesn't intend to stay in that 
country more than two years. 
That 
he will not do much prospecteng, but 
work at anything that pays best, and 
come home with all he can gather in 
that lime. 
He was in good health, and 
asked his folks not to worry abont him 
but write often to his address at Dawson 
City, N. W. Territory, British America.

disease may be conveyed, except by permission 
of the Board of Health under a penalty of not 
less than five (5) dollars» or more than twenty- 
five dollars, for any violation of this ordinance, 
said penalty or fine to be recovered before the 
Burgess or any Justice ot the Pence, of the Bt)r- 
ough» as all such finos are now by law recovera- 
ble.

LANDING IMMIGRANTS AT THE NEW 
YORK BARGE 
OFFICE. 


tlaiitloadft of FOVOI^IIOVA Mnko Thoir Kii- 
try Into the Now World—Italtau ami 
PolUh WonicMi tho Mosj l*lot\iresquo 
Arrivals.—All Boar Biirilcns» 
Oue of the most curioiia 
sigbta 
wbicli tho city ha3 to oflcr is the scene 
which takes place almost daily at tho 
barge office dock Avheu the boatloads 
of immigrants 
from all parts of the 
world make their entry into this coun- 
try. 
It is not, strictly speaking, tho 
first time that they have set foot npon 
American soil, for they have been 
landed an hoiir or so previously at tho 
pier of tho steamship on which thoy 
came over, and, after picking out their 
several pieces of baggage there, have 
been re-embarked, 
with 
all their 
worldly goods, upon tho barge office 
boat which ig waiting to receive them. 
But their arrival at the battery marks 
their formal entrance into tho United 
States, and it is not until after they 
have successfully passed tho careful 
inquiries 
of the registry office that 
they can be sure that the new land 
they have chosen is willing to adopt 
fchem. 


As the barge office boat draws uj) to 
her dock there is usually great anima- 
tion to be observed on her deck. 
The 
passengers are standing about in little 
groups, either talking earnestly, with 
the adundance of gestures character- 
tic of foreigners, or else gazing silent- 
ly toward the new city as if fascinated 
by its appearance. Everyman, woman 
and child manifests a desire to go 
ashore immediately, and if it were not 
for the wholesome respect which they 
entertain for the blue uniforms of tho 
officials there would probably be some- 
thing like a stampede upon the gang- 
plank. 
To facilitate tho work of the 
registry clerks, 
the immigrants are 
divided off while on the boat into 
groups of thirty, and intervals 
aro 
allowed between tho landing of tho 
different groups, so that there may bo 
no crowding. 
The only way in Avhich 
the groups cail be preserved intact is 
by fencing them apart with ropes, and 
the aj)pearance of the deck thus divid- 
ed into pens is amusing. 


On the forward end of the boat are 
huge piles of the larger jjieces of bag- 
gage, 
too 
heavy 
and 
iin-wieldy 
for the immigrants to carry in their 
arms. 
Judging from the poverty ex- 
pressed in the costumes of tho people, 
one would not expect them to bring 
many i^ossessions Avith them, but the 
fact remains that there are bundles, 
baskets, boxes and budgets of all de- 
scriptions, in addition to the trunks 
and chests which must be moved by 
the e^tpressman. 


The most picturesque arrivals are 
the Italian and Polish women, with 
their resplemleut shawls and the gaily 
decorated handkerchiefs which cover 
their heads in lieu of hats. 
Their 
gowns 
are always short enough to 
satisfy the most advanced dress re- 
former, and the most i^opular style of 
foot covering seems to be 
high-kneo 
boots of stout leather, precisely like 
those Avoru by the men. 
Tho women 
march ashore with the heavy, clump- 
ing tread Avhich the boots compel, fre- 
quently carrying huge bundles 
uponi 
their heads and smaller ones in their 
arms. 
Sometimes, however, it is a 
baby which takes the place of the sec- 
ond bundle, and there may be two oi 
three toddlers clinging to their moth- 
er's skirts. 


The father of the family is not idle, 
either; his arms are full of what are 
presumably more family treasures in 
boxes and bags, Tho wrappings of tho 
bundles are remarkable fur their di 
versity. 
Besides the brown sacking, 
there are brilliant pink calicos and 
multi-colored ijhiids, corresponding in 
kind to the clothes of the owners. Not 
even the children are exempt from 
burden 
bearing. 
Nearly every ojie 
that can walk has something to look 
after, and many of- tUem are seen to 
be hugging fast little wicker or wood 
en ciniirs, evidently their own private 
2iroperty, 
»SometiaieB a band of Hol- 
landers are conspicuous among theii 
l^oorer neighbors 
by reason of their

In an article on 
"D/fficulties of 
Transportation in the Tropics," in tho 
Engineering Magazine, C. P» Yoatinan 
tells some remarkable stories of the 
strength and endurance of pack-car- 
riers in Colombia. 
Says Mr. Yeat- 
man: 


"There are professional pack-carri- 
ers on some roads who make a special- 
ty of carrying burdens which the stur- 
dy and much enduring mule cannot 
stagger under. 
On some of the roads 
you will see at times what a])poars to 
'be a live box, staggering slow ly and 
painfully down the mountain 
side 
ahead of you; as you draw nearer you 
may hear the box grunt, very much 
as an old pack mule does at each 
downward step on a steep road. There 
is something uncanny about tho whole 
proceeding, if it is your iirst experi- 
ence, and you happen suddenly to 
overtake the box, 
going down hill, 
for tho moving, swaying and grunting 
mass has no visible means of support, 
and no apparent excuse for behaving 
in such a manner. 
Perhaps you may 
read on its back: 'Mason and Hamlin 
Organ company,* or some similar leg- 
end, but that is no help in solving the 
perambulating mystery, for whoever 
heard of a boxed-up organ wandering 
alono down a steep mountain path 
and grunting as it reeled along? Very 
likely the road is too narrow for your 
mtile to pass your follow traveler; so 
you are obliged to follow in its wake. 
But at last you are able to pass ahead, 
and you find that the organ is in no 
way to blame for moving, for it has a 
man under it. 
Short and stumpy ho 
may be, but the muscle on him re- 
minds you of tho pictures of old Atlas 
holding the world on his 
brawny 
shoulders. 
In one hand ho carries a 
long, stout cane, with which he stead- 
ies himself on the slippery clay, and,

touchy about her age, even if she is 
not dressed in the height of fashion. 
As to the grandmother, and the proba- 
bility of her still being able to carry 
burdens in this world, you are apt to 
be strongly of the opinion that Hhe 
pack-mulish old lady has drawn en- 
tirely on her imagination; but do not 
be too sure 
of that, for the 
glaring 
tropical sun brings wrinkles 
quickly, 
and, where women are 
frequently 
mothers at fourteen years of age, a

THE 
BREAD-FRUIT TREE. 


Something About TIil« Sti'angc niul Use- 
ful riant. 


The bread-fruit tree is a native of 
Southern Asia, the Pacific Islands and 
the Archipelago. In appearance it re- 
sembles somewhat tho Avild chestnut; 
it grows to a height of forty or fifty 
feet, has dark green leaves, many of 
them two feet ia length, which ure 
deeply divided into pointed loboA 


Hidden among the great leaver the 
bread-fruit grows; it is a soros's, is 
nearly spherical, often weighs four or 
more pounds, and has a thick yellow 
rind. 
The fruit is the chief f-ood of 
the South Sea Islanders—thoy seldom 
eat a meal without it. 
The eatable 
part lies between the rind and the 
core, and when fully ripe is yellow 
and juicy. 
It is better for food bo- 
fore it is matured, and the natives 
gather it when the jnilp is white. 


Before it is ready for table use it 
must be roasted, when it looks like 
like wheat bread, and is both palata- 
ble and nutritious. Usually the fruit 
is cut into three or four slices and 
roasted or baked in an oven. 


Frequently the j^eople of a village 
join in making a huge oven, in which 
several hundred bread-fruits may bo 
baked at one time. 
Thus they are all 
su2:)l)lied with bread without it costing 
any of them much labor. 
Prepared 
in this way the bread will keep for 
weeks. 


The bread-fruit is in season eight 
months of the year; when the season 
finally draws to a close, the last fruits 
are gathered 
and made into a sour 
paste called 
' ' m a h e i . T h i s 
paste 
will keep good for months aud is made 
into balls, 
wrapped in leaves, and 
baked as needed. 


Bread is not the only product of the 
bread-fruit tree; from it cement,cloth, 
tinder and lumber are also obtained, 
A glutinous, milky juice oozes from 
the trunk of the tree, which makes an 
excellent cement when boiled Avith 
cocoanut oil. From the fibrous inner 
bark a kind of coarse cloth is made, 
and the big leaves make good towels. 
The lumber is light, of a.ricji yellow 
color, and is used for building houses 
and many other purposes. 
Besides 
all this, the dried blossoms are used 
as tinder when fires are 
kindled.— 
Philadelphia Times.

UoBt AniniHlH to Curry Ileiivy lioads in the 
GoJtl Fields In Winter. 


The revenue cutter Corwin, which 
arrived in port last night from St, Mi- 
chael, had on board the Kev. Sheldon 
Jackson, United States general agent 
of education in Alaska, and Lieuten- 
ant Jarvis, executive ofiicerof the rev- 
enue cixtter Bear, 
Di\ Jackson has 
been associated for years with tho in- 
troduction of reindeer in Alaska for 
use among the native Indians. 


In discussing the probable 
scarcity 
of food supplies at Dawson City this 
Avinter, Dr, Jackson said last night: 
''It has. been proved by experience 
that the reindeer are the only animals 
which are fitted to render 
in'actical 
service in carrying heavy loads under 
the conditions of climate which pre- 
vail in Alaska, 
The time will come 
when the miners of the Yukon will re- 
ly altogether ujjon these animals in 
winter. 
The United States govern- 
ment owns about 150U reindeer at 
present—(525 at Port Clarence, 3(50 at 
Behring Straits, 1(58 at Cape Nome 
and 300 at Golvin bay. Unfortunately 
we are handicapped by lack of drivers. 
Of the six Laplanders who were sent 
to Alaska under contract with the gov- 
ernment, four are expected to return 
on the revenue cutter Bear in a few 
days. 
As none of the Indians can be 
trusted alone to handle the reindeer 
on long trips, it is out of the question 
to attempt to use them this winter in 
transporting supplies to Dawson. 


"The reindeer are peculiarly 
fitted 
by nature for work in that country, 
because they are self-supporting and 
need little care. 
At the end of a day's 
journey they can be turned loose to 
shift for themselves. 
Lsst M'inter Su- 
perintendent Jigellman made a trip of 
2UUU miles in midwintfer without car- 


Buffalo Knising: In Wisconsin. 


Albert and Charles Huber, living a 
few miles soutl^ of Durand, Wis., have 
a herd of about twenty-five full-blood 
bison and some eighteen crossed bulls 
and heifers, bison and native cows. 


About six years ago they were hunt- 
ing in the Avestern part of North Da- 
kota and succeeded in cai)turing alive 
three young bison, a bull and two 
cows, and these they brought to their 
farm here. 
The animals grew and 
thrived amazingly, and aro pastured 
in an enclosure of about four hundred 
acres, running down to the valley of 
Rose creek, 
wherp they have ample 
room and shelter. 
Experiments were 
early made with crossed breeds, and 
it has now been found that the cross 
is very successful, the half-breed com- 
bining the docility of the domestic an- 
imals with tho endurance and 
large 
size of the bison, 
lliey are also very 
fine fur producers, and grow to ma- 
turity in less time than domestic cat- 
tle. 
The flesh of crossed animals 
is 
very palatable, and the fur has all the 
good qualities of that of the bison, 
and is softer and more silkv. 
The 
crossed bloods can also stand far more 
exposure in winter than can the native 
cow,—MinneaiJolis Tribune,

Facts in Kcsrard to Appendicitis. 
The position is taken by Dr. Mc- 
Burney, in the London Medical News, 
that there really is no medical cure 
for appendicitis, even though some 
cases recover ^vithout operation; he 
considers, too, that, though appendi- 
citis is a surgical disease, yet opera- 
tion may not be necessary in every 
case, the fact being that this ailment is 
a stoppage of the drainage from the 
appendix to tho colon, and preliminary 
treatment is often worse than useless. 
Thus 
the opium treatment relieves 
pain and discomfort, but entirely masks 
the Hyjni)toms at a most important 
time, for it is in the first twenty-four 
hours from the beginning of the at- 
tack that physicians can decide not 
only as to the diagnosis, but as to the 
result and course probably of the case. 
If, for instance, there is no increase 
in urgency in live or six hours, the pa- 
tient is not in immediate danger if 
kept at perfect rest in bed; on the 
other hand, if in twelve hours there is 
still no increase in the severity of the 
symptoms, the iDatient should begin to 
improve. 
But, if the urgency of the 
case has steadily increased in twelve 
hours from tho time Avhen the diagno- 
sis was made, an oijeration will prob- 
ably be called for. 
After two attacks, 
a i)atient is sure to have a third, and 
each attack renders operation more 
dillicult and dangerous ; all the advan- 
tages lie with operation between the 
attacks, and in an operation during 
an acute attack the prognosis is worse. 
—ISQW York Tribune. 


Clieap Klectrlc X-iifhl. 


In spite of the fact that Chicago is 
generally associated Avith the idea of 
municipal ownership in the considera- 
tion of all questions of public light- 
ing, it is a fact that the city depends 
upon central station 
companies for 
considerable current to operate street 
lights, 
particularly ia the southern 
part of the city. 
Two of the com- 
panies, the People's 
Jilectric Light 
ayd Power company and the Hyde 
Park Electric Light and Power com- 
pany, have been engaged in a spirited 
rate-cutting war fur some time, aud 
wherever the lines of both companies 
were to be found the peoijle secured 
their service at a very small cost. The 
city controller, becoming cogni^^ant of 
this fact, determined to secure some 
advantage for the city, 
and he has

In a recent address before the Lib-

eral Club, of Buffalo, Hon. Carroll D. 
Wright, United States Labor Commis- 
sioner, made some interesting state- 
ments regarding the wealth and prog- 
ress of the South. 
The stri]? of terri- 
tory stretching from Pennsylvania to 
Alabama, Mr. Wright said, contained 
foity times tho coal accessible 
to 
economic produetion and distribution 
that Was contained in Great Britain 
before a pick was struck. 
Ho esti-» 
•mated that the productJon of ^cotton 
in the South is double what it was be- 
fore the war; in twenty years 
the 
manufacture of pig iron has increased 
1000 per cent., the railroad mileage is 
150 per cent, greater now than in 1S80, 
and the passenger traffic 500 per cent, 
greater, and the freight tons moved 
iOO per cent, larger. 
He says that 
since 1880 the Southern railroads have 
more than doubled their earnings, the 
banking cajntal has increased in like 
proportion, and the money spent in 
the support of schools has also been 
doubled. 


In 1894 there Vere in tho TJniiod 
States 12,731 mercantile failures, Tlie 
number increased last year to 13,013, 
.2,2 per cent, more than the number 
for the previous year. 
The ^ev cent, 
of failures during 1895 was 1,23 as 
/compared with 1.21 for 1891 and 1.50 
for 1893, 
Tho percentage of assets 
was fifty-five in 1895, as against fifty- 
three per cent, in 189± and sixty-five 
in 1893, 
Bradstreet's, commenting 
on these figures, says that the ''in- 
crease in business failures in 1895 con- 
trasted with 1891- amounts to only 
292, 
for which gains the Western, 
JS"orthweetern and Middle States are 
res^jonsible, they having been respec- 
tively 3^3, seventy-seven and sixty- 
four. 
While tho increase in the total 
number of business failures in tho 
Western States was aj^parently large 
-—about eleven per cent,—the 
in- 
crease in total liabilities 
of failing 
traders did not amount to more than 
Eoven per cent., from which it may bo 
perceived that commercial and indus- 
trial embarrassments in that region 
were largely among smaller concerns. 
It will be seen from the figures given 
above, observes tho Atlanta Journal, 
tuat the number of failures in tho 
South last year was much less than the 
number for 1894. 
The increase in the 
number for the whole country was 
292, but the increase in the Northern 
and Western States was 472, 
There- 
fore, the South shows a decrease oi 
182 in the number of mercantile fail» 
urea Jast year. 
This speaks remarka- 
ably well for our part of the country 
and is another proof that the South 
endured the panic better and came out 
from it with lefis injury than any othez 
iection«

The Portal Whicli Lends to tho Land 
of 
Gold—Tho

explorers,

Brazzft and others, havo 
plunged 
into tho heart 
of Darkest Africn, and have returned 
with wondrous tales of endless forests, 
Nations of pigmioB*and other stranp;o 
things, as yet no explorer has given 
an adequate report of what may justly 
be termed Brightest Africa. 
Wo havo 
heard much of cannibals and the fear- 
ful rites ¡indulged in by savages; but, 
strange to say, writers have been com- 
paratively silent upon tho country 
«tretching from Capo Town north to 
the Zambesi River. 
It is true that 
trade papers and even magazines have 
X^ublished statistics concerning this 
land, but little or nothing has been 
eaid of its characteristic?, its inhabi- 
tants and their idiosyncracies. 


Yet that same Brightest Africa is 
richer in legend, and far richer in the 
gifts of nature than many a country 
better known to fame and history. 
It 
has diamonds, gold, sheep and cattle, 
iron, silver, coal, asbestos, magnifi- 
cent seaports, great wheat growing 
districts, vineyards that groan under 
the weight of their fruit—everything, 
almost, that can be desired, except 
civilivation; and for that it has little 
use until its resources are further de- 
veloped. 


Just why the discoverer of the i^oint 
of land lying between Capo Town and 
Simonstown christened it tho Cape of 
Good Hope is somewhat of a mystery, 
unless it be hope for the ultimate re- 
formation of that part of the world. 
As for Cape Tow'n itself, it looks tiuly 
beautiful at a distance, but a closer 
acquaintance dispels the illusion. 
It 
is rather picturesquely situated at the 
foot of Table Mountain—so called, 
perhaps, because it does not resemble 
n table—and at a distanco looks like a 
self-respecting town containing prop- 
er, church-going people, with civil- 
ized instincts. 
The dominating fea- 
ture in a long distance view is the 
green effect, due to tho numoer of 
trees. 
The town stretches over a dis- 
tance of about three miles and ends in 
salt marshes toward the west. 
The 
ottstern end is lost somewhere in tho 
direction of the Indian Ocean, but no 
one with any social aspirations lives 
there. In one corner is the bay, which 
affords good anchorage and is splend- 
idly protected by a breakwater, built 
by convict labor. 
At a distance Cape 
Town resembles nothing so much as a 
Swiss town, with its many 'Cottagea 
built on the'iilope of Table Mountain. 
The whole efTect gives rise to feelings 
of pleasant anticipation; the realiza- 
tion is doubly bitter. 


The closer one gets to Cape Town 
the more completely is the illusion 
dispelled. 
Intimacy with Cape Town 
is only conducive to disgust, for a 
great part of the town is so filthy and 
vile as to be lit only for Malays and 
KaiBrs. 


Cape Town is 
subject to 
wind 
storms, which blow in all directions 
at once, and have an unplensaitt habit 
of gathering up dust and depositing 
half a street full in your ears and nos- 
trils. 
These wind storms are often 
accompanied by tremendous falls of 
rain, and give tho place a vary un- 
pleasant climate. In fact, one can get 
half a dozen climates a day in Cape 
Town. 


You can find any fiationality in 
Cape Town, for it is tho Mecca to 
which all sorts of adventurers, and the 
ficupi of tho earth generally are drift- 
ing Irom everywhere. 
You can find 
overy walk of life represented; but no 
matter where you go you will find the 
one predominating trait—tho greed 
for gold. 


Human beings would not fio to Cape 
Town unless there was a strong mag 
net to attract them. 
Gold is that 
magnet; and as the gold is not to fce 
obtained in Cape Town itself there is 
a constant migration through 
the 
town northward—60 that while the 
arrivals number a hundred thousand 
ud even more a year, the population 
never gets above 40,000. Tho greater 
part of this population consists of 
whites, but many are darker than our 
octoroons, and many could not hon- 
estly flay that they are pure- blooded 
Caucasians, 
These are called Afri- 
kanders, and are proud to bo known 
as 
fiuch. 
They are physically a fine 
race, but mentally they are below ¡^ar. 
Next in point of numbers come the 
Malays. 
The men are under sized, 
bilious looking and insignificant. The 
Tvomen are superb. 
Their skin is of a 
velvety yellow, and their hair as black 
AS night and of a texture fine as un- 
epun 
flax. 
Their features are of a 
Caucasian oast, their -figure supple, 
graceful and well developed. 
The 
men wear European clothes with tur- 
bans on their heads. The women wear 
loose flowing gowns, consisting 
of 
bright colored silks wound tightly 
around their bodies. 


Next to the Malay come the native 
tnbei. 
There are somo 1200 of them, 
and they are known by the generic 
name of Kaflir, 
The Zulu is a gentle- 
man by birth; bis skin is brown, but 
beneath it can be seen coursing tho 
red blood of a pure and noble race. 
In his eyes shines the intelligence of 


the child of nature—he is a child lu 
more ways than one. 
The Zulu is ono 
of tho noblest animals that nature 
created. 
Ho 
is honest, 
virtuous, 
courageous, self-respecting, obedient 
whon necessity arises, faithful unto 
death and alwayp knowa his place. 


How different is the Hottentot. Tho

Tho smallest part of the population 
of Cape Town is made up of foreign- 
ers, many of whom have gono thcro 
for the good of their respective coun- 
triop. 
Much of the retail business is 
in the hands of the Malays. 
The 
KaiBrs are the servants, and 
their 
masters treat them little better than 
slaves, paying them about S3 a month, 
and furnishing food and a piece of 
bare board for a bed. 


Cape Town is the seat of the Gov- 
ernment of tho Cape Colony, and con- 
tains tho houses of Parliament and tho 
Governor*s residence. 
Tho Governor 
is appointed by the Foreign OQico in 
London. 
The Parliament consists of 
an upper and lower house, antagonis- 
tic to each other. They have, however, 
found a master of late in the person of 
Cecil Ehodos. 
The houses of Parlia- 
ment where he rules are situated in 
tho Botanical Gardeas in the upper 
part of the city, and are the finest 
buildings in Capo Town. 
They are 


three-storv red brick, and are still 
^ 


large enough to contain Mr. Rhodes. 


Tne one interesting thing 
about 
Cape Town is Table Mountain. It rises 
abruptly and perpendicularly behind 
the town, towering up into tho clouds 
1500 feet above the level of the sea. 
From its summit, which can be reached 
by an easy incline through the Lion's 
Kloof (gulch), or by a perilous ascent 
up its almost perpendicular front lac- 
ing the sea, a magniticentview rewards 
the climber. • To the south and west 
reaches the Southern Atlantic, green 
and forbidding in aspect; to the east 
lies the Indian Ocean, with its legends 
of tho Flying Dutchman and its pi- 
ra'tes; to the north are seen the undu- 
lating hills that lead to the land of 
diamonds and of gold—that bourne 
to which every traveler is drawn, 
upon which all hopes are 
centered, 
where marvelous fortunes have been 
made and lost, where the strangest 
comedies and tragedies have been 
played—the region upon which the 
entire future of Bricfhtest Africa de- 
loends.—New York Eecorder.
